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Hearing Before PG Zoning Examiner

The Prince Georges County Zoning Examiner will consider 
the rezoning application for Parcels 3 and 4 (A-9329) on Wed¬ 
nesday, April 30 at 9 a.m. The hearing will be held in the 
County Administration Building, Room 1040, in Upper Marl¬ 
boro. The case will be heard by either Barry Cramp or Richard 
Romine, zoning hearing examiners. 


On March 27, the majority of 
the Prince Georges County Plan¬ 
ning Board recommended disap¬ 
proval of a rezoning petition for 
townhouses (R-T) on the parcels 
and adopted the findings (see next 
column) of its technical staff, 
which called instead for detached 
single family homes (R-80). The 
board’s action concurred with that 
of the Greenbelt City Council, Cit¬ 
izens for Greenbelt. and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. All three groups also 
recommend single family dwel¬ 
lings for both parcels, which are 
presently zoned rural-residential 
(R-R). 

The tracts concerned are locat¬ 
ed between Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
property and the northern border 
of Greenbelt. Parcel 3, on the east 
side, has 2.9 acres; Parcel 4, on 
the west- side, has 7.4 acres. 

According to the 1970 adopted 
Master Plan for College Fark- 
Greenbelt & Vicinity. R-80 zoning 
is proposed for Parcel 3 and R-T 
for Parcel 4. Planning Board 
member Ann Shoch, who did not 
go along with the board’’s recom¬ 
mendation, felt sufficient evidence 
was not presented to justify 
changing the 1970 Master Plan. 

The technical staff could find 
no ‘particular rationale" why 
townhouses were proposed for 
Parcel 4. The applicant’s attor¬ 
ney did not believe anyone knew 
why R-80 was recommended for 
Parcel 3. City Manager James K. 
Giese believes Parcel 4 was "over¬ 
looked" when the county com¬ 
missioners in the mid-sixties re¬ 
manded the original Master Plan 
to the Planning Board for a re 
duction in densities from what 
had been previously proposed in 
the Greenbelt area (See Master 
Plan history, page 4.)

use recommendations for the par¬ 
cels, and (2) whether a mistake 
was made in the original zonin.r 
map or a change has occurred 
since then in the character of the 
neighborhood to justify rezoning. 
Impact of the proposed zoning on 
adjacent properties, the surround¬ 
ing neighborhood and public 
facilities and its compatibility with 
existing and proposed develop¬ 
ment for the area must also be 
considered. 

Hearing 

The rezoning petition, together 
with the Planning Board and 
technical staff recommendations 
and reports is now in the hands 
of the Zoning Hearing Examiner. 
At the formal public hearing next 
Wednesday, April 30 at 9 a.m,, the 
applicant (Burton J. Reiner, The¬ 
odore N. Lerner and H. Max Am- 
merman, Trustees) will make a 
presentation, probably to include 
testimony by witnesses. Those op¬ 
posing will then be given an op¬ 
portunity to question the appli¬ 
cant on the testimony. Next the 
opposition will be heard, followed 
by interrogation by the applicant. 

There is no set time require¬ 
ment for the zoning examiner to 
send his findings to the District 
Council, but usually such proceed¬ 
ings take from 30 to 60 days. The 
final decision on the petition will 
be made by the District Council 
(County Council): Any decision 
by the District Council not agree¬ 
ing with the recommendations of 
Greenbelt’s City Council would 
require a super majority, or eight 
votes out of 11. 

Persons wishing to speak who 
are not parties of record may reg¬ 
ister at the hearing. For more 
information call 952-3644.

Findings on Parcels 3 & 4 

1. The R-80 Zone (single fam¬ 
ily detached) is consistent with 
the recommendations of the 
Adopted and Approved Master 
Plan for College Park-Greenbelt 
and Vicinity (November 1970) 
which specifically recommends 
R-80 zoning for Parcel "3", of the 
subject property. 

2. Although the Master Plan 
recommends R-T zoning for Par¬ 
cel "4", the physical and zoning 
changes in the neighborhood do 
not support rezoning the proper¬ 
ties to the R-T Zone. However, 
these changes in the neighbor¬ 
hood support rezoning the prop¬ 
erties to a single-family detached 
classification. 

3. Although Jthe existing R-R 
Zone is consistent with the zon¬ 
ing surrounding the properties on 
three sides, it is not consistent 
with the attached and detached 
single-family development pat¬ 
terns in the area. 

4. Although the R-55 Zone is a 
viable alternative for the subject 
sites, the Master Plan does not 
recommend R-55 zoning for the 
sites and in fact recommends the 
R-80 for the vast majority of the 
remaining vacant land in the 
area including a portion of the 
subject properties. 

5. Development of the parcels 
in the R-T Zone, considering 
their size and shape, will not ap¬ 
propriately reflect the intent of 
the R-T Zone as described in the 
Zoning Ordinance. 

6. The R-80 Zone is the only 
zone which substantially con¬ 
forms to the Master Plan recom¬ 
mendations, the change in the 
character of the neighborhoods 
and the existing character of 
surrounding development. 

7. There is a need to provide 
a proper balance of housing types 
in a planned community that 
reflects consideration of the 
unique and historic character of 
the community; and to imple¬ 
ment the continuing integrity of 
the planned design of land uses 
through the zoning process.

Loss of 15 Parking Spaces

A new issue was generated by 
a citizen complaint at the April 
21 meeting of the Greenbelt City 
Council. David Goodkind, a resi¬ 
dent of the Crescent Square 
Apartments, explained that just 
two days before, after only a 
short notice for the apartment 
residents, no parking fire-lane 
signs had been posted bn the ser¬ 
vice read which had provided 
parking for years. This action 
resulted in the loss of almost fif¬ 
teen parking places in front of 
the building. 

.City Manager James K. Giese 
explained that he had first heard 
about the matter that evening 
from Goodkind, Council directed 
the city staff to look into the 
problem and asked the cit : zenj 
who had appeared to leave their 
names so they could be contacted 
after more information was 
known. 

In response to an inquiry from 
the News Review, the property 
manager for Weaver Brothers, 
owners of the building, reported 
that they had been sent a notice 
to post fire lanes by the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention of the Prince 
Georges County government. 
They had been given only 15 
days to carry out the order, A 
spokesperson for the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention explained that 
new regulations had expanded 
the fire lanes. She explained that 
the fire departments feel more 
room is needed for fire lanes, es¬ 
pecially because of a greater in¬ 
cidence of apartment fires.

School Board Adopts 
Reduced Busing Plan

School board member Susan 
Bieniasz’s proposal to reduce 
busing in county elementary 
schools has been tabled in the 
face of the board’s approval of 
the plan presented by the Citi¬ 
zens Advisory Committee on Bus¬ 
ing. That plan was approved in 
principle, but could be modified 
before schools open in the fall, 
1980. 

Greenbelt’s school board mem¬ 
ber Leslie Kreimer said, “I feel 
the proposal as a whole does not 
segregate. I support it because 
it adds to integration of schools.” 
However, black board member 
Bonnie Johns voted against the 
plan, charging that it addresses 
only transportation problems and 
not the question of quality edu¬ 
cation for all children. 

The Advisory Committee’s plan, 
which would not significantly af¬ 
fect busing into or out of Green- 
belt’s elementary schools, would 
return some 3,700 county students 
to neighborhood schools, and 
nearly 1,800 of those elementary 
students would no longer ride 
buses. The plan is designed to 
proscribe busing from integrated 
neighborhoods, wherever possi¬ 
ble.

The College Park - Greenbelt 
Master Plan: A History 

The College Park-Greenbelt Master Plan originally known as 
the Area 13 North Plan has had.a long and stormy history. The 
preliminary plan was first released by The Maryland National Cap¬ 
ital Park & Planning Commission (MNCPPC) in the spring of 1964. 
It ran into solid opposition at once from Greenbelters because of 
such features as four-lane divided arterial highways running 
through the heart of the city, limited single-family development 
in the core of the city, high-density apartment development in the 
outskirts (especially on the Smith-Ewing property), and location 
of commercial centers in residential areas. 

Almost a thousand persons protested the plan at an MNCPPC 
public hearing, held in the Center School in July 1964. Other parts 
of the plan were also protested by neighboring municipalities. As 
a result of this opposition, the plan was withdrawn and reissued in 
February 1965, 

The new plan met some but not all of the objections. It recog¬ 
nized the undesirability of four-lane highways in the core of the 
city by designating a perimeter road to channel off traffic. At the 
same time, the plan did little to reduce the density of the city, 
which was projected at 50,000 people. It continued to show high- 
density apartment development in the environs and no further 
single- family development to speak of in the core of the city. 

To counter this Master Plan the Greenbelt City Council in 
March 1965 adopted its own master plan, calling for a projected 
city population of 36,000. The county commissioners (County 
Council) then took the two master plans under advisement and in 
July 1965 returned the MNCPPC master plan to the planners for 
revision and reduction in the proposed densities. Before doing so, 
however, the county commissioners approved the zoning of the 
Golden Triangle for a regional shopping center. They also approved 
zoning for the Smith Ewing property, scaling down the high- 
density apartment development for that area and including a large 
tract for single-family use. 

On November 27, 1970, the County Commissioners, sitting as 
the District Council, unanimously adopted the proposed Master Plan 
for College Park Greenbelt and Vicinity. The action culminated 
six years of planning, hearings, rejections, counter-proposals, com 
promises and approvals. 

Now. ten years later, the Master Plan for the College Park- 
Greenbelt area is being reevaluated by the MNCPPC technical staff. 
Residents of the area, municipalities and property owners will also 
participate in the process. Greenbelt’s Advisory Planning Board 
has already begun a review of the undeveloped land in the city.

Home Heating Fuels 
Tax Break Awaiting 
Governor's Signature 

The two year elimination of the 
sales tax on home heating fuels 
has been made permanent under 
the provisions of a bill by Dele¬ 
gate Gerard F. Devlin, if Gov. 
Hughes signs the bill. During the 
1979 session of the General As¬ 
sembly the legislators voted to 
take the sales tax off home heat¬ 
ing fuels but an amendment was 
offered to the bill to sunset the 
tax break effective July 1, 1981. 

Devlin explained that ending 
the 5 7c sales tax on home heat¬ 
ing fuels is a $50,000-a-year bene¬ 
fit to residents of GHI and with 
home heating fuels expected to 
climb to still higher levels the 
tax break could be worth as much 
as $7.50 per month to some 
Greenbelt residents if next winter 
is an unusually cold one. 

Devlin, who has represented 
Greenbelt since 1975, is vice 
chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee and was a 
sponsor of the original bill as 
well as this year's amendment to 
the law. 

The bill ending the sales tax 
on home heating fuels is present¬ 
ly waiting the State's Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive signature. Devlin urged 
Greenbelters to drop the Gover¬ 
nor a note urging him to sign the 
bill. H.B. 620. Letters should be 
addressed to: Gov, Harry R.

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Parent-Alumni Dinner to Celebrate Recreation Review 


40 Years of Greenbelt Nursery Schools

“If enthusiasm, cooperation and work mean anything, this 
new cooperative venture is to be a great success,” predicted the 
Greenbelt Cooperator (now the News Review) in April, 1941. To 
celebrate the beginning of its fortieth year, that same “coop¬ 
erative venture”, Greenbelt Nursery School, Inc., is planning a 
Parent-Alumni dinner on May 


History 

The school first opened its 
doors at 9 a.m. on April 15, 1941, 
in the basement of an apartment 
at 14 Parkway. Thirty-one stu¬ 
dents met in two 2% hour ses¬ 
sions. The school’s first teacher 
was Charlotte Wagner who had 
taught at “the Little Red School 
House” and the Bankstreet 
School in New York City. 

Two years ago Mary Jane Kin¬ 
zer, who helped found the school, 
gave this reason for the success 
of the school: “Anything you or¬ 
ganize with a sound basis will 
survive.” Kinzer was the director 
of Greenbelt Family Services in 
late 1940 when a group of Green¬ 
belt parents expressed interest in 
a nursery school. This group 
which became the Nursery School 
Committee surveyed all Green¬ 
belt parents with preschool chil¬ 
dren to determine the extent of 
interest in such a school. 

Although interest was high, 
many could not afford even a 
small monthly tuition charge. 
The Federal Government provid¬ 
ed help by donating the school 
room and the time of mainte¬ 
nance men to help parents clean, 
paint and install a toilet. In ad¬ 
dition, the town council loaned 
the school $150 for equipment and 
supplies. Tuition in 1941 was $4 
a month which paid the teacher’s 
salary, janitorial services and 
juice or milk for the children. 

One reason for establishing the 
school as a cooperative was to 
keep costs low. Thus the first 
parent members made the 
school’s blocks. Before school of¬ 
ficially opened a meeting was 
held to elect officers and orga¬ 
nize committees to work on the 
school. Kinzer remembered that 
there were never any problems 
with vandalism or theft even 
though the school had no door 
in the beginning. 

Parent Education 

Another important reason for 
organizing as a cooperative was 
the desire tfo educate parents. As 
Kinzer observed Greenbelt court 
life, many “people didn’t know 
what to expect of three and four 
year olds,” Thus the Greenbelt 
Cooperator reports that at the 
April 23, 1941, membership meet¬ 
ing, Wagner discussed the views 
of child psychologists about be¬ 
havior of children at different 
age levels. 

During its infancy, the school 
struggled hard to survive. The 
war years especially caused hard¬ 
ship, as fathers were drafted and 
families moved away. Fund rais¬ 
ing projects kept the school go¬ 
ing. A map of Greenbelt, a town 
directory, bake sales, and raffles 
were some of the earliest proj¬ 
ects. Other problems during these 
ye^ars included closing during a 
measles epidemic and limiting 
field trips due to gas rationing. 
The nursery school minutes of 
December 9, 1941, mention a dis¬ 
cussion of “children and the war 
scare, especially during a Black ¬ 
out.” 

In 1958, the school became in¬ 
corporated and in the next year 
moved to its present quarters in 
Fellowship Hall behind the Com 
■munity Church, From one teach¬ 
er. the staff has grown to four 
■teachers and one aide. Special 
’programs for two-year-olds and 
kindergarten children have been 
introduced. In addition, pro

vision has been made for working 
mothers through the help of 
“paid-parent aides.” 

Open House 

On Saturday, April 26 from 10 
a.m. to 1 p.m. the school will hold 
an open house. Parents and 
children interested in the school 
for next year are invited to at¬ 
tend. 

Spring Yard Sale and Fair 

The tradition of school fund¬ 
raisers continues this year on 
Saturday, May 3, from 10 a.m.- 
3 p.m. At that time the annual 
spring yard sale and fair will be 
held. A raindate of May 4, from 
1-4 p.m. has been set. Activities 
at the fair will include face and 
finger painting, arts and - crafts 
activities, and games for chil¬ 
dren. Baked goods, hot dogs and 
lemonade will be sold. Numer¬ 
ous items such as books, trin¬ 
kets, small appliances, and chil¬ 
drens' clothing, toys and furni¬ 
ture will be sold at the white 
elephant sale. The world-famous 
“Greenbelt is Great” shirt can 
also be purchased at the event. 


Parent-Alumni Dinner 

The May 4 Parent-Alumni 
dinner will be held at the Fire¬ 
side Beef House on Greenbelt 
Read. There will be a cash bar 
from 7-8 p.m. before dinner is 
served. Menu selections are 
lasagna, fresh fish, fried 
shrimp, fried chicken, and New 
York strip steak. A vegetable, 
roll, salad, gratuities and reser¬ 
vation fee are included in the 
prices.
